definition, that is approved by the United States
coast guard, while the vessel is under way. This
subsection does not apply when the person under
thirteen years of age is in an enclosed cabin or below
deck, or is a passenger on a commercial vessel with a
passenger capacity of twenty=Ffive persons or more.

Sec. . Section 462A.14, subsection 1, paragraph
b, Code Supplement 2007, is amended to read as
follows:

b. While having an alcohol concentration of 16
-08 or more.

Sec. . WARNING CITATIONS == TWELVE=MONTH
PERIOD. During the twelve=month period beginning on
the effective date of section 462A.12, subsection 15,
as enacted in this division of this Act, peace
officers shall issue only warning citations for a
violation of such subsection.

Sec. . EFFECTIVE DATE. Section 462A.12,
subsection 15, as enacted in this division of this
Act, and the section of this division providing for
the issuance of warning citations for violations of
such subsection, being deemed of immediate importance,
take effect upon enactment.>
